merce of the country was the 
fur 


trade, a good buffalo runner was the 
most desirable aud useful piece of 
property a m:tu co;ild own. The vov- 
ageurs and other employes of the 
great trading company, therefore, lis- 
tened with great interest to the stories 
these Indians had to tell about tha 
horse, and each one determined to try 
to bay it. 
But had they o;ily known 


it, they woald not have wasted their 
time fijrii- ing on their chances. Major 
Steell. one of the partners of the nr^u, 
had hiiuseSf determined to buy the 
animal. 
Xot that he hail any special 


need for it, but he loved to ride ont 
on the plains wi:h his men whenever 
his duties would permit a short ab- 
sence from the foit, aud when he did 
go he rode ths best horse to be fouul 
in the land. 
He said nothing of his 


intention?, however, aud bided his 
time. 


One morning the people of the fort 


saw a long column of horsemen string- 
ing down from the prairie into the 
wide flat across the river. It was the 
advance guard, the chiefs, head war- 
riors imd medicine men of the Black- 
feet, and hurried preparations were 
made to receive them with the pomp 
«nd show so dear to the Indian's 
ieart. As the head of the column 
jroda slowly down to the river and 
across the ford the cannon and how- 
itzers in the bastion began t3 thunder 
a welcome, to which the Indians re- 
plied by firing their guns and. singing 
a song of war and triumph.

Steell, therefore, said no more on the 
subject, aud presently the Indians, 
having each received a present of to- 
bacco, went ont and remounting tiieir 
horses roue back across the ri\x , 
where during their visit at the fort the 
great camp had moved in. Four hun- 
dred lodges now dotted the plain 
which had been desolate a few hours 
before. 
Thousands of horses were 


being driven to water or out on the 
hills to giaze. From each lodge arose 
the smoke of the newly lighted lires.
